Entombment 
of nuclears 
is needed 


(ZNS) A New Jersey utility com- 
pany has asked permission to hike its 
rates by $1.35 million a year in efforts 
to eventuaily raise about $100 million 
to “entomb” one of its nuclear power 
plants 


New Jersey Central Power and 
Light says that the $100 million will be 
needed in the year 2003, 26 years from 
now, to seal up its Oyster Creek 
atomic plant under cement, and to 
guard the remains for the next 100 
years 


Nuclear power companies estimate 
that an atomic plant can be operated 
for about 40 years, and then must be 
shut down and “entombed” per- 
manently, because of the radioactive 
poisons they contain. However, the 
application by the New Jersey Utility 
marks the first time a company has re- 
quested the funds necessary for the en- 
tombment. 


The Utility is asking that the 
money collected from its rate increase 
be placed in a trust, saying that by 
2003, it will have collected enough 
principal and interest tc entomb the 
Oyster Plant Park. The same costly 
procedure will be required for every 
other atomic plant now in operation

scheduled for May in San Luis Obis 
po. Proceeds from the upcoming Sac 
ramento benefit. as well as from other 
concerts scheduled for Portland and

“We want the best structural! 
engineers in the world, the best seis- 
mologists, the best geologists, to cco me 
and tesify that there's no way the plant 
can be made safe,” said Fitzrandoiph 
“If we win at Diablo Canyon it will be 
the first time that nuclear power plants 
were built and not licensed. My deram 
is to roll the wire back up ™ 

In addition to the Diablo Canyon 
tacility and other plants on the draw- 
ing board in California, Pacific 
Alhance is concerned with the 
proliferation of nuclear development 
schemes in Oregon and Washington 
Fitzrandoiph believes that in- 
creasingly organized resistance in 
California ts causing developers to 
look north 


“In Califorma they have to spend 
too much money fighting people like 
us,” he said “But we're going to follow 
them around wherever they go in the 
Northwest. Frankly, we scare the 
pants off PG&E” 

While fighting the construction 
and licensing of individual plants on 
the west coast, the Alliance is aware 
that important decisions are 
ultumately made in Washington 

“The real issue is the NRC,” said 
Fitzrandolph, “It governs the entire 
licensing procedure, it governs all the 
safety procedures, and it also 
promotes nuclear energy. Isn't that a 
conflict of interest? How can you 
promote anything and also serve as its 
regulatory agency? It's a massive rip - 
off.” 


Pacific Alliance is optimistic that 
the Carter administration will 
institute significant changes in the 
field of energy development. Two 
vacancies on the NRC, for example, 
will be fileld by Carter appointees, and 
the Alliance is hopeful that the com- 
mission will come to represent a more 
balanced position on nuclear power. 
Carter outlined his own views on 
energy development in a speech before 
the Washington Press Club when he 
stated, “Unless we conserve energy 
drastically, make a major shift to coal, 
and substantially increase our use of 
solar energy, we will have no alter- 
native to greatly increased dependence 
on nuclear power. As one who is in- 
timately familiar with the problems 
and potential of nuclear energy, | 
believe we must make every effort to 
keep that dependence to a minimum.” 

The Alliance endorses that view 
and feels confident that Carter will 
transform rhetoric into reality. “I 
really believe him,” said Fitzrandolph 
“I think he’s going to turn things

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Student Bill of Rights 
could be law by March

The ASI Senate voted 
unanimously at Tuesday's meeting to 
approve the final version of a student 
Bil! of Rights which has been lingering 
in the ASI Senate for two years 

“This bill gives students an outlet 
for appeal,” said ASI Senate Chair 
Patti Payne “If there was one thing 
the senate did this year, | would say 
without hesitation, it was to pass this 
bill.” 

The student Bill of Rights will now 
go to the Student Affairs Committee 
of the Faculty Senate for approval and 
possible revision, and will then be sent 
back to the AS! Senate The bill is ex- 
pected to arrive at President Bond's 
office for final confirmation by mid - 
March 

According to Payne and student 
Senator Craig Jones, the bill has been 
seen by members of the Faculty 
Senate and Administration, and there 
should be littie probiem in getting con- 
firmation for it 

The jast student Bull of Rights was 
passed in 1970 

The new bill “centralizes, 
strengthens, and updates the last bill,” 
according to Jones. “The student Bill 
of Rights sets down in writing the 
basic procedures for students in deal- 
ing with the administration, faculty, 
and other students. So with that, we 
hope that now that it’s ali put together, 
it will be obeyed by all sides.” 

Among the provisions set forth by 
the student Bill of Rights are: 
Classroom Rights: “Students 
have the right to have the instructor 
state clearly the objectives of each 
course at the beginning of each term, 
before the deadline to drop courses 
without penalty the right to ex- 


pect that graded examinations and 
papers will be provided to the student

Dean of the School of Business and 
Public Administration Austin J.

“President Bond did not want to 
have to pay the expense of having the 
transcript typed up, so he was deter- 
mined that the job could be done by 
his secretaries in their spare time,” 
Gerber said. “But he apparently did 
not reslize the side of the job, so it has 
now been turned over to a secretarial 
service and will be completed within 
two weeks. We expect to have the 
report written within two weeks after 
we receive the transcript. I hope that it 
will be written in such a way that it can 
be published.” 


The final decision as to the 
publication of the report must be 
made by President Bond. 
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Zingale exonerated, 
will try for tenure 


CSUS Soccer Coach Don Zingale, 
charged by the Administration with 
“failure or refusal to perform the 
duties of his office,” was found not 
guilty by the Disciplinary Action 
Committee 

The committee, consisting of three 
faculty members, said in a report to 
President Bond that “in all of the acts 
charged against Zingale, he was not 
negligent and no cause for dis- 
cipline exists on the basis of the facts.” 

In their charges the Administration 
had accused Zingale of permitting an 
ineligible soccer player to participate 
in two games for CSUS. According to 
the committee's report, Zingale 
allowed the student to play, believing 
he had properly cleared the filing of 
NCAA and FWC documents, the 
medical certification, the equipment 
room procedures, and the academic 


and eligibility list certification 


The report also states that it is 
unreasonable to expect one person to 
Supervise some 40 people in a physical 
contact sport 

Zingale said he had expected no 
other conclusion from the committee 


“Everybody on the defense side 
realized that | had done nothing 
wrong.” 

According to Zingale, President 
Bond has accepted the recommen- 
dation of the committee and has is- 
sued a letter stating that “after review- 
ing the findings and facts of the com- 
mittee I find no cause for disciplinary 
action.” 

Zingale also said that with the sup- 
port of the President he hopes to get 
his tenure soon. Zingale was denied 
tenure last semester 

In a Nov. 19, 1976 Hornet articie, 
Zingale said that “the arbitration 
panel's decision to deny tenure allows 
me one year to find another job” 

Zingale, at that time, said he would 
appeal the decision 

“I am now putting together my 
grievances, but | am pretty optimistic 
that I don't even have to grieve” 
Zingale bases his optimism on his 
teaching record and “on tie fact that 
in the original tenure committee there 
was only one vote against granting me 
tenure.” It takes a unanimous decision 
of such a committee to grant tenure to 
a faculty member

(ZNS) A whopping 35 percent 
of the adult population of California 
has reportedly smoked marijuana 
mee considered an “evil weed” by

The figure, according to a field 
research corporation poll com 
missioned by the state. represents a 
jump of seven percent in one year's 
time from the 28 percent who said they 
had smoked grass in 1975 

The survey was taken last 
November as part of a study on the 
effects of California's new liberalized 
Marijuana law which went into effect 
one year ago. | nder the new law, per 
sons caught with less than an ounce of 
pot are subject to receiving a traffic 
ticket - like maximum fine of $100

that 14 percent of adults in California

among the respondents over age 45, 90 
per cent of the male respondents con- 
curred. compared to $2 per cent of the 
females 
Males generally felt more secure 
in their jobs as they grew older, but 
feelings of job security among females 
declined with age Ninety - one per 
cent of the male respondents over age 
45 agreed with the statement: “I fee! 
secure about my job,” but only 67 per 
cent of the women respondents over 
age 45 agreed and the agreement rate 
dropped to 55 per cent among female 
respondents over age 50 
In describing the nature of their 
work, questionnaire respondents 
listed 38 different job titles, ranging 
from private youth counselor to 
agency director. The majority of the 
respondents were at intermediate and 
supervisory levels. More than 80 per 
cent of the respondents worked for 
public agencies; of the 160 res 
pondents, 68 were males ranging in 
age from 25 to 61 and 92 were females 
ranging in age from 22 to 71
